Voters Okay 
New $1.50 
School Tax 


The Menlo Park’ elementary 
school district board of trustees will 
meet Tuesday night, May 17, to take 
initial steps toward revamping the 
district’s tax structure on the basis 
of a lowered maximum rate approv- 
ed at a.special election Tuesday. 


In a small turnout but by a. 


large majority, voters of the dist- 
®rict balloted 231 to 57 to lower 
the maximum total levy from the 
present $2 to $1.50 per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation. 

The change was effected by re- 
placing a current $1.10 permissive 
rate for capital outlay, of which 76 
cents is being charged, to a permis- 
sive 60 cents for all purposes, in- 
cluding construction. 

The $1.10 rate had two years 
more to run, the 60-cents permissive 
charge will be in effect five years. 

The regular rate charged for gen- 
@ral operating purposes is 90 cents, 
which will continue in force. 

Besides canvassing Tuesday’s vote 
at next Tuesday night’s. special 
meeting, the board is expected to 
discuss the budget and necessary 
tax rate for the new fiscal year 
beginning July 1 on the basis of the 
new tax structure. 

Superintendent Mel Homfeld said 
the next step will be work on a 
final 1949-50 budget to be ready 
for public hearing on the second 
Monday of August. A_ tentative 
budget is being prepared and is ex- 
pected to be in shape for consider- 
ation at the June 13 monthly meet- 
ing. 

After a final budget is adopted, 
a tax rate sufficient to support ex- 
penditures will be proposed and 
submitted to the county board of 
supervisors for approval in Sep- 
tember. 

The portion of the new 60-cent 
®pnermissive rate to be charged in 
addition to the usual 90 cents 
depends on action of the state 
legislature, Homfeld said. 

The current state act providing 
appropriations for local school dist- 
ricts expires July 1, when a new 
one will succeed it, he explained. 

If a bill to carry on local appro- 
priations is passed as it now stands 
in committee, Menlo Park element- 
ary school expenditures mostly will 
be cared for without resort to the 
60-cent tax rate, he said. Other- 
wise, Homfeld declared, it will be 
necessary to use some of that levy 
in addition to the 90 cents for gen- 
eral operations. 

‘In submitting the tax change at 
Tuesday’s election, the trustees had 
in mind two purposes: To provide a 
backstop for the future in the event 
state financial aid should prove 
insufficient, and to institute an 
overall, flexible tax rate that could 

e used for all purposes, including 
new construction as well as opera- 
tions. 


Sewage Project 
Progress Listed 


Considerable progress on the pro- 
jected sewage disposal plant and 
interceptor line to be erected near 
the bay by the Menlo Park sanitary 
district was reported by the district 
Goard at its monthly meeting Mon- 
day night. 

Test bores have been completed 
at the disposal plant site to deter- 
mine the quantity and depth of pil- 
ing needed as a foundation. Work 
was conducted by the San Francisco 
engineering firm of Dames and 
Moore, and findings should be 
completed shortly. 

An 18-inch drain pipe, together 
with a tide gate, have been in- 
*<talled at the site to drain off a- 
bout 50 acre-feet of impounded 
water. A serviceable dry weath- 
er road has been graded along 
the west bayshore, leading to the 
site.

Planning Board 
Okays Building 
For Allied Arts 


The Menlo Park planning com- 
mission Monday night recommend- 
ed the Allied Arts Guild be per- 
mitted to build and operate a new 
garden sales room, provided it oc- 
cupies the same area as the one it 
would replace.

Increase 
In New Act 


A master ordinance governing 
business licenses and imposing in- 
creased fees on all save a handful 
of some 250 Menlo Park firms was 
introduced by the city council Tues- 
day night. 

Passage is expected at the coun- 
cil meeting May 24. 


In nearly all cases fees will be 
increased from $15 to $25 a year, 
City Manager Cecil Longson said. 
The ordinance would combine all 
existing ordinances and _ their 
numerous amendments into one 
comprehensive act that would 
cover all businesses, including any 
that should be established and are 
not specifically named in the pro- 
posed new law. 


In .a few instances, business li- 
cense fees are lowered or kept at 
present levels. Longson said that 
annual fees for laundries and cur- 
tain cleaning establishments would 
be lowered to $25 from $35 a year. 

Fees for real estate and insur- 
ance brokers would remain at the 
present $16. 


Mayor Charles P. Burgess said 
the latter fees would not be increas- 
ed because they were raised pro- 
portionately higher than those for 
other businesses the last time ordin- 
ances were amended for increases. 


Approximately 250 business li- 
censes now are in force and save 
for the few named, all will be in- 
creased, most of them to $25 from 
$15, the sum charged for retail 
firms, Longson said. 

A few license fees are higher than 
the general $25 level, such as those 
for sand, gravel and building ma- 
terials firms, whose fees would be 
raised to $40 from $30. 


An example of the general $10 
boost is the case of retail groc- 
ery firms, whose fees would go to 
$25. 

The city manager estimated that 
the new ordinance would bring in 
$20,000 annually in fees, .against 
$17,00 now being collected. 


Fees would be payable at time 
of application for license, with re- 
funds being made in the case of 
license denials. Licenses could be 
taken for six-month or three-month 
periods, but there would be a $1 
service charge for each renewal. 


At Tuesday night’s council meet- 
ing, Mayor Burgess and Longson 
both said that the higher fees would 
about meet the cost of providing 
services to business firms, such as 
police checks on doors and windows 
throughout the night. They declar- 
ed the proposed fees were com- 
parable with those charged in cities 


|| of like size. 


No public hearing was called 
on the proposed ordinance, none 
being required by law. Longson 
said council felt that while it has 
discretion to call a hearing, none 
was necessary because numerous 
merchants had been contacted 
and apprised of the proposed law 
and that there were comparative- 
ly few _ objections. 


He added that businessmen virt- 
ually were unanimous in desiring a 


il straight annual license fee rather 


than one based on business volume. 
The city also was opposed to the 
latter plan in that it would make 
enforcement complicated and in 
many cases necessitate an inspec- 
tion of a business firm's books. 
Since there is no formal public 
hearing, businessmen’s only oppor- 
tunity to present their views on 
the proposed ordinance will be at 
the council meeting May 24, when 
There will be 
no legal publication of the ordin- 
ance and complete listing of fees 
until after passage. 

However, businessmen meantime 
may inspect a copy of the proposed 
ordinance at Longson’s office. 

The proposed law would take ef- 
fect at start of the fiscal year July 1.

SCHOOL TAX BASE CHANGED 


By the wide majority of 231 to 57, voters of the Menlo 
Park elementary school district Tuesday gave school trustees 
the go-ahead on an important revamping of the district's tax 
base, reducing the present legal maximum levy from $2 to 
$1.50 and providing more flexibility in use of the tax rate. 

Effect of the election is to institute an immediate tax sav- 
ings, to last at least two years. By their vote, the district 
electors eliminated a current permissive rate of $1.10 ear- 
marked for capital only, which had two years yet to run. In 
its place will be imposed up to 60 cents for any purpose as 
needed, including new construction, to run the next five years. 

Rate for the current fiscal year, which ends June 30, totals 
$1.66, including 90 cents for general purposes and 76 cents 
of the permissive $1.10. 

Next step will be for the school board to work out the bud- 
get for the fiscal year beginning July 1 and determine the 
tax rate required to support it. 

Then the total rate will be known... the 90 cents general 
levy plus what is needed of the 60 cents for all types of op- 
eration. 

The heavy majority in favor of the tax change was a vote 
of confidence for the trustees in their expressed desire to pro- 
vide a new overall tax levy that could be used as needed... . 
for new construction, acquisition of ground, normal operating 
costs, etc. 

Taxpayers were willing to go along with the school author- 
ities to provide a kind of tax base held necessary for changing 
needs and to provide a backstop against the possibility that 
no state financial aid will be given to care for a growing school 
population, even though it meant extending for an additional 
three years a total tax rate higher than the present 90-cents 
levied for general purposes. 

In return, the trustees should . . . and we feel they will 
make every effort to do so... keep future operating costs 
within the income permitted by decision of the voters. School 
population will increase, but a fourth school is in the blue- 
print stage and its site has been acquired. Operation costs 
should level off as a result of good planning, and the district 
should not be asked to vote any increases in taxes.
